King, and to arply himfelf wholly to. the-quietirg of 
the Troubles of his Country by gentler and fafer 
Methods. The Pope.has written a Letter to his 
Eminency on this Subjed, in very pretling Terms, 
and it has appear’d here in Print with other- Letters 
from his Holinefs to the King and the Senarors.. But 
it does not appear yet that thefe Inftanccs have had 
any Effect. Mean time the King of Sweden has had 
time to increafe his Strength by the Contributions:he 
has levy’d in the Kingdom, has given Commiffions 
for raifing new Troops in Sweden and Pomerania, 
and is in a Condition to impofe what Terms ‘he 
pleafes on the Confederates. On the other fide the 
King of Poland is in a fair way to maintain himfelf 
in the Throne,by that part of the Army of the Crown 


which -has declar'd for him, by being joyn'd with 36 
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‘T'roops led by Monfieur Potocki, the Palatin of Kio- 
via; by 6 othets led by the Camp-mafter General of 
the Crown Army; and by 40 more of the Army of 
Lithuania: Which together make a Body of above 
8000 Horfe, befides 7000 Saxons, and the Nobility 
of Sendomir who are all come in to him ; and with- 
out reckoning the Auxiliary Forces he expects from 
Mufcovy and elfewhere. Three ~~ ago the King 
order'd a Bridge to be laid over the Viftula at Petro- 
win, and pafs’d over it. General Reenfchild, who is 
reinforc’d by 500 Horfe from hence, is advanc’d with- 


-in 2 Leagues of him, which has furnifh’d occafion to 


his Majefty’s Enemies to give out a Report that he 
has been beaten and oblig’d to repafs the Bridge, but 
it meets with little Credit; And "tis certain, the King 
has order’d a Line to be thrown up, and 2 Batteries 
to be rais’d to cover the head of the Bridge, in which 

ofture he is determin’d to ftand his Enemy. The 
Palatin of Pofnania is not yet return'd from the King 
of Sweden.
